Rolling Boer led ail 
the way and stood off Vulcain’s determined bid in 
the last eighth with ease. Winkfield gave Vnlcain 
the vigorous ride he requires, but Rolling Boer was 
too much for him at the weights. Bragg ran a dull 
race in going made to order. 

The day’s opener, a dash of seven furlongs, 
brought a field of fifteen maiden three-year-olds 
and upward together. Pierce J. proved to be the 
best, winning easily by six lengths from Filiform, 
which beat Russellton a bead for second place. 
Filiform ran a good race, making up much ground 
from a poor beginning. He finished strongly, just 
getting up in time to get second place on the post. 
Benmora, off well in front, showed much speed, but 
tired fast when the last sixteenth struggle came 
np.

Maxetts had little trouble in winning the second 
race, a six furlongs scramble, fur two-year-olds. 
She led from start to finish winning easily by a 
length from Foxy Kane, which beat Florestan the 
same distance for second place. Foxy Kane ran to 
his best form and showed well in the going, but he 
-was nnable to concede the weight to the winner. 
Goody Twoshoes showed well for a half mile. Mr. 
Dingle ran far below expectations. 

The third race was robbed of much interest by 
Topsoil running away three miles when on his way 
to the post, little Knapp having no control of him 
until he stopped from exhaustion. Philo was 
much the best, winning by four lengths from Gregor 
K., which finished three before Emma A. M. for 
second place. Gregor K, was slow about getting 
into his stride and made up ground too fast in the 
first half, having little left to finish with. Pretor- 
ius showed to poor advantage and was never a ser- 
ious contender. 

Hide and Seek repeated her good race of last 
Tuesday, but this time she succeeded in reaching 
the wire first in the fifth race, a dash of five fur- 
longs for two-year-old fillies. Ube led from start to 
finish, winning by three lengths from Naulabka. 
which beat Chicago Girl two lengths. The winner 
ran Naulahka into submission in the first half mile. 
Chicago Girl made np much ground in the last 
quarter and finished strongly. Harriet S. ran well 
for four furlongs. 

The last race, a dash of one mile and seventy 
yards, went to Wing Dance by a half length before 
Judicious, which beat Count ’Em Out one for sec- 
ond place. The winner appeared to be well beaten 
when turning for home, but was persevered with 
all throngh the last quarter, running next to the 
inside rail and gradually wore down Judicious in 
the closing strides. Count ’Em Out tired badly in 
the last thirty yards. 

The track was heavy and holding, and even 
though no rain falls today will be very slow.

SASTEBN RACING FEATURES. 

Touching some incidents marking the racing at 
Gravesend Wednesday, and other matters interest- 
ing to turfmen, the New York Sun of Thursday 
says: 

“When Ethics was beaten a nose by Merito in the 
fourth race yesterday, Michael F. Dwyer, once the 
biggest plunger on the American turf, sat in a 
buggy at the paddock rail and calmly twirled his 
thumbs. Ethics ran in his name instead of that of 
his son, and Cochran wore the famous colors, 
’white with gold tassel.’ For the past two years 
Ethics has been the means of placing Mr. Dwyer 
once again on his financial feet. Ho has won 
many big bets on the colt’s victories, and 
is now said to have a fair share of this 
world’s goods. Never in his career on the 
turf was Mr. Dwyer known to express outward 
signs of distress over reverses, and so when Ethics 
was beaten by a couple of inches yesterday the 
well-known turfman merely looked on with con- 
summate self-possession. There was a rumor afloat 
that Mr. Dwyer sent a $10,000 commission into the 
ring on Ethics, but this was denied by persons who 
said they were in a position to know what they 
were talking about. There was also a report that 
the turfman’s son put a big bet on Merito, but this 
could not be run down to a basis of fact. But, just 
the same, the defeat of Ethics and the calm de- 
meanor of his owner reminded horsemen of the old 
days when Mr. Dwyer bet as much as $40,000 to a 
race and lost with wonderful equanimity. 

“Senator McCarren appears to be the most suc- 
cessful big bettor at the track these days. When 
his gelding Potente won the second race he had a 
commission down to show and, of course, cashed. 
It is said the Senator is .$200,000 ahead of the game 
on this year’s operations. He admits having won 
$40,000 on The Rival last Friday alone. 

“ When the horses in the second race rushed 
around the lower tnrn there was so much crowding 
that Kingraine was jammed to the rail and Martin 
had a narrow escape from a severe fall. Potente 
was constantly bumped and interfered with, which 
made his success all the more praiseworthy, 

“Major Carson and his wife were among tho.se 
who visited the paddock before the running of the 
Willows Stakes. The Major bred Eugenia Burch 
and wanted to look the Ben Strome filly over. 

“When J. B. Haargin’s Boutonniere won the fifth 
race, trainer J. Joyner was elated. It was the first

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A dispatch from New York to a Cincinnati news- 
paper of yesterday says: “That the stewards of 

the Jockey Club were not unaware of the causes of 
much of the turmoil and delay which has been seen 
at the starts during the last month was made plain 
when their ruling revoking the licenses of T. Burns 
and J. Bnllman was made public. It had become 
unbearable to the patrons of racing that any one 
or two jockeys could by their misbehavior at the 
starts spoil the pleasure of 20,000 people, not only 
on one day, but on every day they were given 
mounts. 

“How many times they have been punished by 
fines and suspensiotis the records will attest. So 
many times, in fact, that it had become a hardship 
on the turfman who were paying them large retain- 
ing fees, for just when they were needed they were 
on the suspended list. No sensible person could 
expect the employers of these riders to continue on 
this basis, and it really must come as a relief to 
these gentlemen to know that at last the stewards 
had put them beyond the power of bringing re- 
proach upon sport. As for the effect of the ruling 
of the stewards it will undoubtedly keep both 
riders idle all this winter, because the San Fran- 
cisco and Now Orleans racing authorities will he 
sure to respect the ruling of the Jockey Club. 
Under the rules of the Jockey Club the salaries of 
the jockeys ceased from the moment that their 
licenses were revoked.”
